The  teacher  sees  the  dog  and  says,

The  dog  runs  to  the  teacher.

Father  is  going  to  buy  a table 
for  the  children’s  play  house.

Ann  and  Dick  are  going  to  buy 
cookies  for  Happy  and  Jojo. 
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Baby  Pat  is  going  to  buy 
a red  ball  in  the  store. 

Father  buys  a little  table 
for  the  children’s  play  house. 

Mother  buys  a chair  for  Dick 

and  a chair  for  Ann 

and  a little  red  chair  for  Pat. 

The  children  say,

Ann  says, 

“I  see  Grandpa  in  his  chair.” 

Dick  says, 

“I  see  Uncle  Vic  in  the  picture.” 
Ann  says, 

“I  see  Aunt  Nancy  in  the  picture.” 
Baby  Pat  says, 

“I  see  Aunt  Vic  and  Uncle  Nancy.” 
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The  family  are  going  to  the  store 
to  buy  Christmas  presents 
to  take  to  Grandma’s  family. 

Ann  washes  Pat’s  face  and  hands 
and  Dick  takes  his  hand  to  walk 
to  the  store  to  buy  the  presents. 
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Mother  buys  a yellow  party  dress 
for  a present  to  take  Aunt  Nancy. 

Father  buys  2 hats  for  presents 
to  take  Grandpa  and  Uncle  Vic. 

Mother  buys  a pretty  night  dress 
for  a present  to  take  Grandma. 

Mother  says,  “I  like  the  presents. 
I like  the  party  dress.  I like 
the  night  dress.  I like  the  hats.’’ 

The  store  man  gives  the  children 
some  pretty  pictures  to  take 
to  Grandma’s  home  for  presents.

“Pat,  come  to  Aunt  Nancy  and 
give  her  a big,  big  kiss.” 

Pat  goes  to  Aunt  Nancy  and 
gives  her  a good  kiss  and  says, 

“I  like  you.  Aunt  Nancy.” 

Father,  Mother  and  Uncle  Vic 
come  in  with  the  presents  and  say, 
“Merry  Christmas  to  you.” 
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Grandma  says, 

“Santa  Claus  is  coming  tonight. 
Please  find  a Christmas  tree 
for  him  to  put  the  presents  on.’’ 

Father,  Uncle  Vic  and  Pat  go 
for  a ride  in  the  car  to  find 
a Christmas  tree  for  Santa  Claus. 

Mother  helps  Aunt  Nancy  wash 
her  dishes  for  Christmas. 
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Uncle  Vic  comes  home  in  his  car 
with  a tree  for  Santa  Claus 
to  put  Christmas  presents  on. 

Dick  brings  some  boards,  and  Ann 
brings  some  nails  to  help  Father 
and  Uncle  Vic  with  the  tree.

Ann  dresses  her  new  doll,  Lucy, 
in  a pretty  red  dress  and  hat. 

Dick  is  helping  Baby  Pat  to  run 
his  new  yellow  car  over  the  floor. 

Grandma  sits  in  her  new  chair. 
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Mother  comes  to  the  door  and  says, 
“Children,  kiss  Grandma 
good  night,  and  come  to  bed/’ 

Pat  comes  with  his  yellow  car. 
Ann  comes  with  her  doll,  Lucy. 
Dick  brings  his  sleigh  with  him. 

The  children  say,  “Good  night. 
Thank  you  for  the  pretty  tree.” 

“Good  night,  children. 

God  bless  you,”  says  Grandma. 

“Please  kiss  Lucy  good  night,” 
says  Ann,  giving  Grandma  her  doll. 

“Please  kiss  the  car  good  night,” 
says  Pat,  giving  her  his  car. 

Grandma  kisses  the  doll  and  car. 
Mother  takes  the  children  to  bed. 
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The  children  wash  and  dress 
in  the  morning,  and  run  to  play 
with  the  new  Christmas  presents. 

“Good  morning,”  says  Grandpa. 

“Good  morning.  Grandpa. 

Good  morning.  Grandma. 

Good  morning.  Aunt  Nancy,” 
the  children  say. 
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'‘Aunt  Nancy,  is  the  Christmas 
man  coming?”  says  Pat. 

"Pat,  say  Santa  Claus,”  says  Ann. 

"Christmas  man.  Christmas  man. 
Merry  Christmas  man,”  says  Pat. 

Aunt  Nancy  says,  "Pat,  you  come 
and  see  the  pretty  presents 
Santa  is  bringing  his  children.” 

The  children  run  to  the  door 
and  see  the  white  snow  falling. 

The  ground  is  white  with  snow. 
The  trees  are  white  with  snow.
